Law Faculty Trial Acquits 
Defendants On All Counts

The five carnival princesses were found innocent of all 
charges laid against them during a trial held yesterday at the 
Law Faculty. 



Thby had been indicted by the 
crown for several violations of 
the Criminal Code, whicli included : 
1. Having acted in such a way as 
to alarm Her Royal Majesty and 
disturbing the peace; 2. Having 
given an immoral theatrical per- 
formance; 3. Having been the cau- 
se of suffering to animals; and a 
fourth charge which the Quebec 
Board of censors refuses to allow 
the Daily to print. 

As the case progressed, it de- 
veloped that the girls had been 
caught doing the twist in the Cin- 
namon Stick Lounge on St. Law- 
rence Boulevard, and were being 
charged with having staged an ob- 
scene and immoral performance. 
OPENING ADDRESS 
In his opening address to the 
five judges, chosen for their abil- 
ity to smoke black stogies, Prose- 
cuting Attorney Dave Angus out- 
lined his case. "I will show," he 
stated, "that the princesses at the 
bar are not what they seem." He 
accused them of hiding "black 
souls" and of acting in a manner 
"calculated to excite a folly of a 
most immoral nature". 

Angus told the select group of 
judges that "testibus non occuli 
crcdendum est". The phrase was 
then looked up in a Latin-Arabic 
dictionary and was accordingly 
translated as "I Like Eich". 

Defense Counsel Morris Fish rose 
and smiled when told he was> on 
Candid Camera. He informed the 
court that he would snuff out any 
suspicion that these "pure, virginal 
young ladies ..." (objection : hear- 
say) "... might be guilty of inde- 
cently doing the twist." 

STAR WITNESSES 
As his star witnesses, Fish called 
the princesses to testify on their 
own behalf. He asked Nancy Korns 
whether she had ever "been pinch 
ed before, and if so, where ?" 

The bench then asked if she had 
ever "been pinched after". She 
was asked to comment on a quo 
tation "of all the sexual abbera 
tions the most peculiar is chastity", 



to wliich she replied "may I liavc 
the author." To lier surprise, she 
was informed that he was already 

married. 

Anitra Mamon was then called 
to the stand. She was grccled l)y 
the judges with the words "Good 
mornin', Miss JIamcn". Anitra was 
asked whether she had been tried 
before and wlicther she approved 
of trials before marriage. She 
pleaded the fifth amendment. 

In referring to Rlioda Feinstein, 
Fish commented "never before has 
any woman been more chased (sic) 
than she is". 

SINGING 
Dixi Lambert took the stand as 
the assistant to the defense began 
to sing "Dixie". She was asked 
how shcMhought that evidence 'in 
this case should be presented: be- 
fore the court; however, she was 
aided by the- bench who . replied 
"in chambers". In connection with 
her red hair, the judges asked the 
most personal question of the trial 
does she, or doesn't she ?". 
Heidi Leus next testified. She 
was asked why she wants to be 
Queen. She was reminded of the 
pitfalls of a royal position by the 
defense counsel through a "Dylan 
Thomas" limerick; also censored. 

Having been in Europe, she was 
asked if they did the twist over 
tlierc. She answered that the twist 
is banned in Switzerland and parts 
of Germany. 

The court then found the accus- 
ed Innocent pending an exhibition 
of tho twist to be performed be- 
fore them. The recent Fawzia case 
was cited as precedent. 

The trial concluded as the prin- 
cesses and one enterprising lawyer 
danced the twist to the music of 
Chubby Checker.
